That the Standard is operating un- 


der the name oftheCorsicana Refining 
company in the state of Texas, which 
lias forbidden the oil combine to op- 
erate within the state, was indicated 
when Wesley H. Tilford, treasurer of 
the Standard Oil Co., testified that H. 
F. Folger and C. M. Payne, whom 
Frank Kellogg, the attorney for the 
government, states control the Corsl- 
cana company, are prominent in the 
conduct of affairs of the Standard Oil 
company. Mr. Kellogg sought to draw 
from the witsess the information that 
the Corsieanft company was really a 
Standard Oil company, and was oper- 
ating In TexfcB because the anti-trust 
laws of that state would not permit 
the combine to operate it. Mr. Tilford 
replied that as far as he knew, the 
Standard Oil company had no inter- 
ests in Texas. He said that Mr. Fol- 
ger and Mr. Payne were both officers 
of the Standard Oil company, but he

- Under the terms 
of this trust agreement all stock was 
to be delivered to nine trustees, who 
issued to, the depositing stockholders 
trust certificates equal at par value to 
the par value of the several Standard 
Oil companies. The nine trustees un-

D. Rockefeller, O. H. Payne, William 
Rockefeller, J. A. Bostwick, H. M. 
Flagler, W. G. Warden, Charles Pratt, 
Benjamin Brewster and -John Arch 
bold.

Walter Hubbell and Miller Herlinger, 
the oldest guides to point of service 
in the canyon discovered Mrs. Joy. 


Mrs. 
Nicholas - Longworth 
who 


with her husband, 
had 
visited the 


canyon at the request of Mrs. Joy, 
waited for news 
of the recovery of 


her lifelong 
friend until midnight, 


when she was obliged 
to catch the 


last train which will land her in Cin- 
cinnati in time for her husband to at- 
tend to business matters of the ut- 
most importance Monday morning. 


When Mrs. Joy was brought to El 


Tovar at about 6 o'clock Thursday 
morning she was in such an exhaust- 
ed condition as a result of her expos- 
ure to the bitter cold prevailing here 
at nigbt that it wate accessary to car- 
ry her to her roolns on a stretcher. 
Later in the day jit was announced 
that she was out fgf. danger. 


Meantime the searchers were con-

It was learned 
she lost her way by turning off to ex- 
plore one of the many ravines along 
the highway to the hotel.

The plans provide for a "camping 
trip," but everyone who knows north- 
eastern Louisiana knows that the 
the canebrakes shelter game worthy 
of any huntsman.
